There are tvrv worlds in nature, - 

the seen and the unseen, ■ both 
equally real and mysterious,; Both: 
are apparent to one or other of the 
physical senses. If is a truism that 
the forces of the unseen world-are 
the more powerful. The wind can- 
not be seen, but its power.ts^ indis- 
putable; it can Lhrash the placid 
ocean tnto a demoniac ., fury that 
will break even the rocks in pieces. 
Coal-gas cannot he seen, but its 
power in explosion is terrible, Pet- 
rol and air mixed, form a subtle 
fluid SO rarefied and jet so power- 
ful that it can explode in the petro! 
engine 800 or J.000 times in a min- 
ute, and propel vehicles laden irith 
heavy burdens up the steep irradcs, 
Electricity U more wonderful still; 
by its magnetic force distances are 
at nothing, men speak across the 
oceans and continents. Ether, about 
which so little is known, possesses 
ama2uig properties full of possibili- 
ties when enlisted in human service. 
Two Worlds, 
There ire two world* in the spiri- 
tual realm, the seen and the unseen, 
and there is an invisible' link that 
unites them. The world of religions 
ceremony and form correspond with 
the taogibtc things in the ft'orld of 
nature. The visible habiliments ot 
religion may exist without a ves- 
tige of spiritual life. A person may 
offer prayer, sing words of praise, 
read the Word of God, attend reli- 
gious sen-ices with a soul untouched 
by the spiritual life. To such, reli- 
gious exercise is an Irksome duty, 
a kind of soul insurance against an 
ultimate conflagration; or it may 
be, a habit merely, the result of par- 
ental influence and example. 

It is the visi&le world of religious 
knowledge and practice, and there 
may be some virtue in it. But there 
are powers nuich greater hi corres- 
pondence with the nlhid, the elec- 
tricity, the ether, and the finer 
physical power*. Jesus said: "The 
wind hloweth where it listeth. and 
thou hearest the sound thereof, but 
canst not tell whence it cometh or 
whither it goeth, so is every one 
that is born o£ the Spirit." In other 
words, the Holy Spirit eau be no 
more controlled by man than the 
mighty wind. He is the Great Un- 
. 6ecn - 

Real and Delightful. 
The inward power of prevailing 
- prayer is quite distinct from its ut- 
terance. Communion with God is 
: unseen, but intensely real and de- 
lightful. Faith is unseen, but a grain 
ox faith' can remove mountains. 
Courage is a* quality unseen until its 
visible results arc applauded. Sacri- 
fice is a quality unseen; its effects 
produce eternal blessing. The un- 
seen spiritual products arc the more 
powerful. The unseed link .between 
the outer form and hidden power 
is called life. Conversion is the leth- 
argic soul springing into newness . 
of life. 

Spiritual life means the opening 
of" the "blind eyes to sec the glories 
ijyof the invisible. The man who lives' 
bin the natural world and having

?- spiritual—life is truly a lost soul.

geants of the Grand Army of God in 
review, the Scriptures represent the 
legions as singing. And usually we 
find recorded the exact, words of 
their sc-ng. Evidently more is made 
of musie in -Heaven than we are 
wont to make of it here on earth. 

In the fifth chapter- of Revelation 
■we find an account of a spectacle 
which the apostle John saw, that 
seems to have greatly aroused his 
csriosity; this f.vas. followed by a 1 
conversation he heard, which .evi- 
dently seriously depressed his feel- 
ings, but there came-directly to him 
an encouragement which; was cal- 
culated to lift his heart; then he 
witnessed a scene of celestial wor- 
ship, quite full of grandeur and won- 
der; and this ended with, a song 
sung by three extraordinary choirs'. 
Our attention may well be fastened 
upon that music, for there were 
three anthems in the performance, 
each with its distinct theme, and 
all were succeeded by. a chorus of 
one word, the shortest and best of 
all. 

A Dafczling Scene, 

The scene grows dazzling as one 
proceeds in the reading; and while 
a writer might_'"well he humiliated 
a* the poverty of his own language 
in any attempt to paraphrase it, the 
exceeding beauty of the inspired 
description lures him forward Jn the 
study of its details, even to the 
smallest particular. 

There was first the believers' 
song. Its theme was. redemption, the 
salvation of the soul- through -the 
Blood of the Lamb. So its singers 
were the ransomed-. "And they sung 
a new song, saying, Thou art worthy 
to take the book, .and to open the' 
seals thereof: for thou wast slain 
and hast redeemed tts to God by 
thy blood out of every kindred, and 
-tongue, and people, ntld nation; and 
hast made us unto our God kings 
and priests; and \vc -shall reign on 
the earth," 

This song was "new" necessarily 
for the theme was absolutely fresh 
in celestial history. There had bicn 
sin in heaven, and there had b^en 
justice wrought on those who had 
sinned. Some of the angels had fill- 
on from their high estate, and were 
■at the moment expiating their wick- 
edness in the abodes of the lost, ?Jo 
atonement was ever made or offer- 
ed in their behalf. Here was, there- 
fore, a Ftihject never before cele- 
brated in the songs of God's hoL-se. 

It was a great song, For the mul- 
titude of singers was simply innum- 
erable. So the sound rose "like 
mighty Ihunderings, and the voice 
■of # many waters." The redeemed 
come from all regions Of the earth, 
and from all ages of. history. . 

Next iu John's vision-came the 
-song of the angels. The theme of 
this was the character and rank of 
Jeuus Christ. 
^ Observe the vast numbers of the 
singers and the stress they put on 
their strain with a "loud voice:" 
"And I beheld, and I -heard the 
voice of many angels round about 
the throne, and the beasts, and the 
elders: and the number of them was 
ten thousand limes ten thousand, 
a»d thousands of thousands." 

Observe the last ascription of 
honours to Christ: "Saying With a 
loud voice, Worthy is the Lamb 
that was slain to receive -power, and 
riches, and wisdom, and strenglh, 
and honour, and glory, and blcss- 
itig." This seems to include every-

. Observe the special reason 'taey- 
suggest for their surrender. "It. is as 
"the Lamb that was slain'- that they 
ejealt Hitti into eminence. These- an- 
gel? had no part in the atonement, 
but they ltnew^just whtft^Chffel't 
greatest exploits had been. They had 
for ages "desired earnestly to, ltfofc 
-into". this mystery, of His.bumilia-. 
~ tion; now they understood whatsit 
meant. Just before Jesus left. the 
bosom of the Father, oil His "way 
to suffering and death, while even . 
the lowliest garments' of ^His' hu- 
miliation were on Hint,. 1 they; had 
been challenged to pay Him .the 
usual adoration: "And again, when 
He bringeth in the first-begotten in- 
to the world. He saith, And let all 
■the angels of God worship ^Him." 
As if the Almighty would aay, "Yott 
shall not even now despise My SbriJ 
though He is bearing sin and, shame . 
and contumely, give Him. every 
honour as the chief in the realm I'' 
Now they saw Him coming to His: 
old place and glory again.; and ihey 
knew that the -Lamb of God had" 
brought-fre£h~honour to His ador- 
able name. 

Then the choir of creatures begins 
the anthem assigned to them ; and 
now the theme is the d&minion b£ 
the Lord Jesus Christ: "And every 
" creature which 3s in heaven, and on 
' earth, and such "as are in 'the sea,- 
and all that arc in them, heard X 
saying, Blessing, and honour, and 
glory, and power, he unto Hun that 
sitteth upon the Throne, and unto 
the Lamb, for ever and ever," 

Just notice the very singular 
voices employed in this choir. Birds 
-and beasts, and- worms and' fishes 
—oh, wonderl how will such creat- 
ures be able to sing together? God 
is to listen, artd Ht wttt understand 
them and he satisfied. Much of this 
world's musie must be lost to us, 
our hearing i» so very imperfect. 
Scientific people calculate the swift- 
ness of -insects' wings in their fry- 
ing by the musical note the vibra- 
tion makes -in the air; but there 
comes a time when the most deli- 
cate ear fails to perceive sound, 
while -the- small creature certainly 
-goes on in its path. That note God 
hcar3, but we do not. Most likely 
God hears and loves what does not 
ever reach us; our silences may be 
full of sluging to Him. 

The Grand Chorus. 

Now we reach the grand chorus, 
with which the singing concluded, 
Led by representatives, whose nays- . 
terious nature and office we cannot' 
altogether explain, it would Mem as 
if the whole three choirs hurst forth 
into onejinat ascription: "And the 
four beasts said, Amen. And" -the - 
four and twenty elders fell dowu 
and worshipped Kim that liveth fof 
ever and evCr." 1 ■ _ 

Here was the entire universe en- 
gaged in a song^For if the "beasts,"' 
or "living creatures," were like the 
cherubim, and so'wereithe symbols 
of supremacy and excellence of the 
redeemed world— if they had the 
head of an ox — and of an eagle. 
andi of a lion, and of a man, and so 
were tho chicis-of the races on the 
ground or in the air — and if they 
thus stood for all things alive, after 
a removal of-sin's curse — then the 
song was sung in tremendous uni- 
son by all who shone "that moment 
in the shadowless ; ; of r God; :

Now most of us know how very

close of the address is utterly ex- 
hausted. The fact is, that the nearer 
otic can keep to a conversational 
tone ihc better. Anyone who lirtwia 
to ihc General cannot help admir- 
ing his pleasant aud profitable man- 
ner of ittlkltig. only raising bis voice 
to drive home some thrust or im- 
portant point. , 
All public speakers should culti- 
vate the habit of breathing through 
the nose, a process which purifies 
" the poisoned air oi heated meetings 
before it passes through the throat 
to the lungs, and also expands the 
lung so that from the vocal chords 
a. full voice tone can be produced. 

Here is an extract from a letter 
written by David Sloncr to one of 
his friends: 'Take care of your 
health. Do not shout and scrc3"i. i 
■ . . If you scream yourself into 
consumption who will thank you? 
Will those thank you. who might 
"have been saved by your longer life? 
Will-Jesus Christ lhauk you? No! 
The devils niay. Avoid a cough as

Standing erect h very necessary 
when, talking. As io opcu-air work,

Earnestness can be demonstrated in, 
dear sentences with more prom ia 
all concerned ihan.'by an abundance 
qf. noise: Talking too fast is neither 
good for listeners- nor speakers. 
...Any - comrades wishing to prac- 
tise the method of breathing 
.through the tiosc should open bis 
"Bible, stand -erect, aud take a deep 
breath before each verse, and pro- 
_cccd to read aloud. He will Soon be

The farmer conducting this work 
reports his results as follows: "The 
buckwheat grew so rank and heavy 
that we had to let it get dead ripe 
before we could cut it with' the 
binder.

There 
is not a &pear of quack to be seen 
this fall. The soiL Is very mellow 
and we have cultivated it two or 
three times since harvest.
